4 Big ComeDown in the Value of 
Wasutneron, September 29. 
Joseph K. McCammon, Assistant 
Attorney-General for the Interior De- 
partment, was sent some time ago to 
make a treaty with the Flathead In- 
dians, under which the Northern Pa- 
cific Railroad Company should have 
the right of way for their road through 
the reservation, McCammon returned 
yesterday, having had a successful and 


rather adventurous trip. After a ride 
of 600 miles in a stage coach he ar- 
rived at an agency where negotiations 
were to be conducted. Braves were 
on hard to receive him. At the first 
meeting the Indians were anything 
but friendly. They brandished their 
‘weapons and talked loudly in a 
menacing strain. The Commissioners 
began to fcel a little uneasy. Me- 
Cammon soon found the cause of this 
hostile behavior to lie in the belief of 
the [ndians, due to false reports of in- 
terested white settlers, that the Com- 
missioners had come to rob them of 
their lands, McCammon made haste 
to disabuse them of such erroneous 
views of the mission, and explained 
the object of his visit, which was to 
pay them a fair price, to be mutually 

agreed upon, for their lands. This 
statement pacified them, and they left 
the Commissioners to treat with their 
chiefs. At first the chiefs demanded 
$1,000,000 fer the land, but they evi- 
dently had no concep:ion of the value 
ot money, and readily conseated to 
take $16,000. 


A Medical College Squabble.

Havoc Among Cattle. 

It is said that the disease called 
“black-leg ” is doing great damage in 
the vicinity of South Fork, Lassen 
a county. It usually attacks the fattest 


and finest calves and yearlings, but 
there is not known a case where two- 
ear-olds and over have been attacked. 
he calves may appear to be in usual 
health till all at once one will sud- 
denly begin to drag one of its legs, 
either fore or hind. The leg will at 
once begin to swell and in from fif- 
teen minutes te an hour the animal 
will drop dead. No cause or remedy 
is known for the disease. As only the 
fattest are attacked by the disease the 
plan of reducing them has been tried. 
This is done by opening a blood vessel 
under the creature’s tail and letting 
the blood flow copiously. In addition 
the cattle men also keep the calves 
away from the mothers as much as 
possible to prevent them sucking. The 
disease is doing ver y serious harm.
